Mr. Lemass, who was speaking at 
the annual dinner of the Irish Com- 
mercial Travellers’ Federation, held 
in the Gresham Hotel, devoted a 
considerable portion of his speech 
to outlining the extent to’ which 
the Government was. prepared to 
operate its industrial protectionist 
policy. 

“The Government,” he warned, 
“will not maintain or impose 
import restrictions or other regula- 
tions just to avoid. for manufac- 
turers and wholesalers the trouble 
of having to get business in compe- 
tition. In all cases we will expect 
our industries, after their initial dif- 
ficulties have been overcome, to be 
able to work down to costs com- 
parable with those of neighbouring 
countries, and to expect or need as- 
sistance by way of protection only 
against unfair trading methods.” 

Referring to the decision of the 
* great indystrial States " to sponsor 
an International Trade Conferefice 
next year, Mr. Lemass said there 
were few who would not agree that 
such a conference was desirable. 
“The disorganisation of interna- 
tional trade caused by the war,”-he 
said, “will not be ended without 
some systematic effort by the great 
export nations working in. har- 
mony.” - 

Speaking of what the Govern- 
ment considered to be its obligation 
to industry, Mr. Lemass declared: 
“The Government considers that it 
will have fully discharged its duty, 
to native manufacturers by main- 
taining only such tariffs or other 
import réstrictions as will give them 
a fair opportunity of gaining and 
retaining the home market on the 
quality. of their products and by the 
efficiency of their selling methods. 
Our whole future progress depends 
on getting rid-of slipshod and in- 
efficient methods in industry and 
trade. 

During the war different standards 
prevailed, and it will require a con- 
scious effort by all concerned to 
shake themselves out of the 
lethargy which war-time conditions 
may have caused, and get them- 
selves fit to meet the require- 
ments of norfal competitive trading 
conditions again, The prevailing 
world conditions. will pass muis, 
and the time is again rapidly 
apprcaching when we will have to 
fight to maintain our standard of 
living and the prosperity of the 


The future of their industrial 
development policy, he said, would 
soon be a matter for deep con- 
sidefatidn, in the light of possible 
international developments.

PRE-WAR PRACTICES 


There were, however, many trade 
practices which were resorted to by 
some Governments before the war 
which ‘could ‘well be eliminated by 
international agréement, such as 
dumping at aneconomic prices, com- 
petitive currency depreciation, and 
export subsidies, tige prevalence of 
which greatly hampered ofr indus- 
trial development before the war, 
and necessitated tariffs and import 
restrictions at higher levels than 
would otherwise have been neces- 
sary, and for a period forced this 
country, however unwillingly; td 
follow suit in order to presérve its 
footing in external markets for 
agricultural products. 

The prospects of the establish- 
ment of an International Trade 
Organisation, on the lines proposed

FUTURE PROGRESS 

“In determining the policy that 
will achieve the best results in both

FTER sailing almost 8,000 miles 
in 4 months, the Erma, a 33- 
foot yacht, with 16 Estonians on 
board, berthed at Little Creek, 
Virginia, yesterday.

HOLLYFORT village is on the 
extreme outskirts of three 
parishes. It has a small Protestant 
school and church, but no resident 
rector. It has neither a Catholic 
church nor a Catholic school, so 
that if Parish Councils did exist in 
the three aes referred to, the 
people of Hollyfort knew nothing, 
heard nothing and benefited nothing 
from them. : 

For this reason a few leadi 
Catholic and Protestant farmers 
sons and labourers came together 
at Mount Saint Benedict with the 
object of seeing what could be done 
to help the village and district 
during the period of war, and thus 
the Hollyfort Helpers’ Guild was 
founded, half-elected and halt-cu- 
opted, with myself as its president. 
Some of the older members dropped 
out, but the younger members 
never lost their enthusiasm and 
gave their services day and night, 
and in all weathers, their en- 
thusiasm growing as their activities 
extended. 

The most extreme need of the 


‘time was to provide fuel for the 


winter, and, with this object, three 
men were put to werk to fell 
timber at Mount St. Benedict and 
to collect it in suitable heaps to 
ensure equal distribution, 


GUILD’S WORK , 

The IR was financed by 

iodical dances, held at Mount 

. Benedict, and by Christmas, 
1942. they’ were in á position to 
present over £100 worth of boots 
and blankets to the children of the 
area served by the guild, which 
gradually extended until it covered 
a district of over. twenty square 
miles.

income of the guild has fallen with 
it, and so it has become impossible 
to meee up the milk supply. More- 
over, thanks to the excellent practice 
of giving the children a mid-day 
meal in the schools the need for the 
extra milk is not so urgent. .

Claim for Keep 
Of Live Stock

Mr. W. H. Carson, S.C., who, 
with Mr. J. E. Lynch (instructed by 
Mr. J. J. Lynch, solicitor), for the 
plaintiff, said his client had a 
stud farm at Willmount, Kells, Co.

Mr. Radcliff was unable to get to 
South Africa, owing to the war, 
and until the beginning of this year 
he abandoned any effort to dispose 
of the land.

At the end of. that 
time, a blockade forced the 
Communists to plan a retreat. 
Gathering together their belong- 
ings, they undertook a march of 
5,000 miles across the country, 
fighting their way through the 
Opposition, to the north-western 
province of Shensi; and there 
they established an administra- 
tion, of unusual efficiency for 
China, which dominated the sur- 
rounding -country, and eventually 
bore the brunt of the resistance 
to’ the Japanese irivasion in 
almost- the whole area north of 
the Hwang-ho. In spite of their 
enmity towards the Central 
Government at Chungking, the 
Communists never incurred the 
slightest suspicion of collabora- 
tion. Indeed, their resistance, 
though .without support from 
outside, was always determined 
and effective, whereas Chungking 
was accused more than once of 
directing more energy against the 
Communists than against the 
Japanese. On the other hand, the

An Irish Pioneer - 

Mr. John. Clarricoats,. General 
Secre of the Radio Society of 
Great Britain, pays a tribute in 
the current R.S.G.B. Bulletin to the 
late Colonel M. J. Dennis. C.B.E.. 
of Baltinglass, a former President 
|, of the I. 74. who began his ex- 
‘periments in wireless before the 
turn of the century. But unlike 
‘other pioneers. he remained a true 
experimenter to the end. Evidence 
of his mechanical and electrical 
genius was the amazing array of 
test equipment, 
grinding calibration gear, in his 
‘laboratory. ‘Colonel nnis, who 
was 81, was the oldest amateur in 
‘the British Empire, He built his 
‘first spark transmitter in 1900 and 
‘later obtained a licence. When 
stationed at Woolwich, he had the 
unique distinction of being allowed 
to continue his experiments during 
World .War I, when all other 
-amateur stations were closed down. 
He discovered about this time a 
‘new crystal detector (tellurium- 
lincite), which became known as 
the Dennis detector. It was exten- 
sively employed in the Royal Navy 
and was said to have doubled re- 
ception distances. It also possessed 
the valuable quality of retaining its 
-Sensitiveness even when close to 
spark transmissions from other ships. 


. Loan Agreement 

“ Am internal-managed economy 
cannot stand the impact of a 
vigorous competitive economy from 
outside its borders,” says the Wall 
Street Journal, commenting on the 
Loan Agreement. “It will require 
protection for the simple reason 
that it has a purpose other than the 
free production of goods at the 
lowest possible prices. The pro- 
ponents of this loan paint a dire 
alternative. They see the world 
broken up into three main commer- 
‘cial blocs, with the growth of blocs 
within those blocs, and the conse- 
quent stagnation of world trade 
and the grisly pos possibilities attendant 
upon such a condition. That argu- 
ment is not to be lightly cast: aside. 
If there were a reasonable certainty 
that this loan would cause Pritain 
to turn her back ‘on trade restric- 
tions and heartil y join with the U.S. 
in a policy of unblocking trade 
channels we would be inclined to 
cast all other doubts aside and urge 
its making. Odds are against any 
such happy development, because it 
seems to us Britain is embracing | 
undertakings which are so incon- 
sistent with her domestic policy that 
it will be found impossible to car 
them out. The present Britis 
Government, with the support of 
the British nafion, has shown that 
it. prizes. an ideology more than 
efficiency.”

In fact, he added, the 
auditors of one trader could 
vouch before the Department’ of 
Industry and Commerce that if 
this trader sold oranges exclusively 
at 7d. a pound, at the rate of 40 
cases a day (i.e. one case every 
twelve minutes for an eight-hour 
day), he would lose £2,000 per 
annum. People who alleged that 
retailers were making undue profits 
on the sale of oranges showed a 
complete lack of knowledge 
of the position. The _ retail 
rofit was affected by the 
ollowing three main factors:— 
(1)The wholesale price, which at 
present was uncontrolled up to 7d. 
per lb.; (2) the weight of fruit in a 
case, which could vary up to 20 
per cent.; (3)the amount of waste 
or bad fruit in a case, which, while 
it could be as low as 1 per cent., 
could also rise to a very high figure. 
Asked to account for the prevail- 
ing high prices for fruit, Mr. Byrne 
said that at the moment traders had 
less than 5 per cent. of normal 
stocks, so that when small lots of 
home-grown fruits were put up for 
auction, retailers and street traders, 
starved for supplies, put the goods 
up to a high price by competitive 
bidding. It was wrong, he said, to 
suggest that a “ring” existed in 
the trade; there was no other body 
of traders so keen to compete with 
each other in business. Housewives 
— auctions also were 
responsible. for pushing up the 
ultimate price to the rest of the 
public.

FIXED PRICES COMPLAINT 

Price problems are seriously 
affecting the future of Wright's 
Ropes, Ltd. The company 
specialises in both fibre ropes and 
those made from steel. 

In the annual report, which con- 
firms the recent declaration of a 
dividend of 10 p.c., the chairman 
states that, since the price of steel 
wire rope was fixed by the Minister 
of Supply. in 1940, there has been 
no increase. Operating costs of 
every kind, including wages, had 
risen substantially, and are still 
rising, with the result that some of 
the company’s products were being 
sold at a loss, 

With the end of the war, and the

WAR ACTIVITIES 

Now. that it can be told, I am 
sure you will be pleased to know 
more of your company’s activities 
during the war years. Up to 1938 the 
company had confined its produc- 
tion to civilian clothing for sale 
through its own dépéts. At that 
time the clouds of war hung heavy 
and low over Europe, and we knew 
that if the stotm should break your 
company would be expected, and 
would wish, to play its part in the 
ccuntry’s effort. We, therefore, 
made contact with the War Office 
and took some orders for uniforms, 
in order to be ready for full pro- 
duction should the need arise. 
When war was declared, our plans 
for maximum effort were com- 
pleted, and it was not long before 
we were producing over 60,000 
garments of Service clothing a 
week, 

Production at this rate continued 
for some considerable time, but 
could not be maintained owing to 
recruiting for the services and the 
direction to ordnance factories of 
more than 50 per cent. our 
workers. With the introduction af 
the utility clothing scheme in 194i 
the company was able to render 
the nation a service of a rather ex- 
ceptional kind. It had been ex- 
pected that the public. would not 
be able to benefit from the new 
order for many months owing to 
the inevitable lapse of time. re- 

uired for the production of utility 
cloths. However, to avoid this 
dela: in supplying the nation’s 

,' this company made an 
arrangement with the . Board of 
Trade for our existing supplies to 
be available for the immediate pro- 
duction of utility garments. This 
arrangement undoubtedly helped to 
tide vver @ very diffic fficult period in 
the initial stages of ‘the utility 
clothing scheme. 


SERVICE CLOTHING 

As for service clothing, our total 
production to. date amounts to 
nearly 8} million garments—a share 
of the war effort of which we 
‘think we may be justly proud. 

With regard to war damage, we 
were comparatively fortunate. Only 
two days’ production were lost 
through enemy action. This was 
when two 50 kilo phosphorous 
bombs were dropped on our main 
factory on the night of Thursday, 
29th August, 1942. These were 
dealt with by our own A.R.P. ber-. 
sonnel, to whom [I now express 
publicly my deep appreciation of 
their courage and resourcefulness. 
During the war years a small per- 
centage of our shop premises were 
totally destroyed. Other premises 
were damaged, but have been re- 
opened, following temporary re- 
pairs. 

THE YEAR UNDER REVIEW 

During the year -under- review 
civilian demand, in spite of coupon 
control, has been much in excess 
of both our productive sos ass SIN 
hampered as it has been by shortage 
of labour—and the availability of 
materials for men’s. civilian trade. 
We are happy to state, however, 
that the quality and. value of our 
goods have been majntained at a 
standard to keep. them attractive 
and very much in demand, and only 
regret that we have had to refuse 
sO many orders owing to the long | 
making time which we are com- 
pelled to ask. The excess of sales 
over production is reflected in the

During the whole war period the 
selling policy of the company has 
been directed towards maintaining 
the good-will of more than a 
million customers. This has been 
considered* better policy than to 
show increased profits, and.as you 
will know the excess profits 
stahdard has never been reached in 
any one year.

LARGE POTENTIAL DEMAND 

"one thing, at any rate, is quite 
certain—that, as soon as the public 
are given access to new clothing, 
they will be only too willing to 
buy. Six years of going shabby ag 
left people “clothes-hungry ” 
very real sense, and there. is A 
doubt at ell that one of the finest 
psychological tonics the nation 
could have would be the oppor- 
tunity to be smartly: dressed again. 

As this time for re-stocking wagd- 
robes approaches, it is ,more 
important than. ever that the pablic 
should fully realise the desirability, 
from every point of view, of wear-. 
ing wool. Apart from all questions 
of physical health, the economic 
reasons are unanswerable. Vast 
quantities of wool have been 
bought by the Government as part 
of its war-time arrangements with 
the Dominions, and these, and 
further supplies from the same 
sources, obviously require no out- 
lay of dollar exchange. The ‘ime 
has surely come when, to guide the 
public in the wise purchase of 
clothes, we should “follow the 
example of the United States: and 
insist that all goods sold as woollen 
should include a label stating the 
percentage of wool used in their 
manufacture.

In looking beyond the transi- 
tional period into the future, your 
directors have visualised an expand- 
ing business, and have planned a 
development. both in the direction 
of increased production and the 
highest standard of quality. as 
factory sites have been secu 
West Hartlepool, Sunderland. and 
Seuth Shields. 

At West Hartlepool, the factory is 
built, and production, which will be 
for the present entirely of civilian 
clothing for the discharged Service 
men, commenced about a month 
ago. At Sunderland, the building 
contract has been let, and building 
Operations will commence forth- 
with. South Shields was the last 
site to be taken, and development 
will follow in due course. All these 
factories will equipped with new 
machinery oí .the latest design. and 
the layout of the factories will be 
planned for best Em workman- 
ship and highest efficiency. 

We are looking into the future 
with confidence. We are resolved 
that style and make shall be 
superior to anything achieved in 
ithe st; and I, personally, am look- 
ing orward to the time when I shail 
have a sound opportunity of estab- 
lishing a post-war . standard for 
men’s clothing, as it was my privi- 
lege to do in 1922. when the 50s. 
suit fixed the standard of value for 
the whole country, so that once 
again a very large section of the 
community. will be able to look to 
us with absolute confidence, know- 
ing that, without any doubt, we can 
satisfy all - their major clothing re- 
quirements without exceeding the 


limitations of their purse.
